Nor need we leave it to imagination 
alone, for there were substantial and 
terrible results. No sooner had the 
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expedition started than delegations of 
chiefs and noted Indian warriors came, 
from every direction, to offer to Gov- 
ernor Young their services and the 
alliance of their tribes. They came 
from the Colorado, from the Missouri, 
from the Columbia, from the Platte, 
from Nevada; and, bad they been en- 
couraged by Governor Young, would 
surely have gathered, with their forces 
from every part of America, and struck 
for a common vengeance. It must not 
be forgotten that the Book of Mormon 
is professedly the history of the abori- 

ines of thiscontinent ; that the Indians 
— ok this; that thousands of them 
indeed believe that book to be the 
sacred legacy of their forefathers. 
Couple with this the fact that since the 
exodus of the Mormons from Nauvoo, 
and their sojurn with the Indians in 
the wilderness, the red men have lonk- 
ed upon them as their brothers—like 
themselves, intolerably wronged and 
outraged, yet long suffering—and it is 
certain that an alliance between the 
Mormons and the Indian tribes, all 
over this continent, would have been 
as strong and natural as it would have 
been formidable. 

In this war of extermination upon 
the Mormons, the Indians recognised a 
distinct premonition of their own doom, 
and hence their vengeful desire for an 
alliance with Brigham Young and bis 

ple. But at this juncture Brigham 
oung above most things desired that 
the Indians should keep the peace, and 
uietly await the development of results. 
ese, therefore, were not the instru- 
ments he required at that critical 
moment. He could control his own 
people in their supremest wrath, and 
under a madness of wrongs such as 
probably no other people in the world 
could have borne with control ( the 
martyrdom of Joseph and Hyrum 
Smith proves this); but had those 
Indian tribes been once set on their 
work of slaughter and desolation, 
nothing could have stayed their hands; 
they or theirjenemies must have peri- 
shed utterly. That was the only view 
which they were sensible of or capable 
of taking. It is singular that these 
significant facts should have received 
80 little attention in connection with 
the investigation of the Mountain 
ow massacre. Is it because those 
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who did so much to create and inspire 
that condition of things, appreciate 
that in coming to the just view, t 
take wpon their own shoulders the re- 
sponsibility of that awful deed ? 

Go heme,” said Brigham Young 
to those delegations of Indian chiefs, 
and live in peace with the whites, 
and live in peace with each other, 
The Lord—the Great Spirit—will fight 
the battles of the Mormons, and fight 
the battles of the Indians, if you will 
all go home and live in peace with one 
another, and let the whites alone.” 

Had a desolating war upon his 
people once fairly begun, Brigham 
Young would have counseled the 
Indians differently. Imagine the two 
hundred cities and settlements of Utah 
in ashes, and those desert valleys, 
which had been made to blossom as 
the rose, baptized in blood ; imagine 
the women and children hidden in the 
caves and canons of the mountains; 
— a guerrilla army of ten thou- 
sand brave men, righteously fulfilling 
their mission of vengeance! Then 
let fancy complete the picture by 
bringing all the Indian warriors of the 
continent into an alliance with the 
Mormons! Had there been there- 
after a thousand Mountain Mvadow 
massacres by the Indians, the people 
of the United States would have sim- 
ply taken the co uences of their 
own conduct. The Government that 
instigated the war, the Priests and 
Editors who inspired it, and the people 
who sanctioned it would have been 
guilty of those massacres—not Brig- 
ham Young and the Mormons. 

The sentiments that actuated the 
Mormen community at that time were 
of no doubtful tenor, as may be 
judged by the following extracts from 
Brigham’s discourses to his people : 

Liars have reported that this peo- 
ple have committed treason, and upon 
their misrepresentations the President 
has ordered out troops te aid in offi- 
cering this Territory. If those officers 
are like many who have been previ- 
ously sent here—and we have reason 
to believe that they are, or they would 
not come where they know they are 
not wanted—they are poor, broken 


down political hacks, not fit for the 
civilized society whence they came, 
and so they are dragooned upon us for 
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officers. I feel that I won’t bear such 
treatment (and that is enough to say), 
for we are just as free as the mountain 
air. * This people are free; 
they are not in bondage to any Gov- 
ernment on God’s footstool. We have 
transgressed no law, neither do we 
intend so to do ; but as for any nation 
coming to destroy this people, God 
Almighty being my helper, it shall not 
be! * * We have borne enough 
of their oppression and abuse, and we 
will not bear any more of it, for there 
is no just law requiring further for 
bearance on our part. 
going to permit troops here for the 
tection of the priests and the rab- 
le in their efforts to drive us from 
the land we possess. The Lord does 
not want us to be driven, for He has 
said, ‘If you will assert your rights, 
and keep my commandments, you 
shall never again be brought into 
bondage by your enemies. 
They say that the coming of their 
army is legal ; and I say that it is not ; 
they who say it are morally rotten. 
Come on with your thousands of ille- 
gally-ordered troops, and I promise 
vou in the name of Israel's God, that 
they shall melt away as the snow be- 
fore a July sun. * * You might 
as well tell me that you can make hell 
into a powder-house as to tell me that 
they intend to keep an army here and 
have peace! * 1 have told 
‘you that if this people will live their 
religion all will be well; and I have 
told you that if there is any man or 
woman who is not willing to destroy 
everything of their property that 
would be of use to an enemy if left, 
I would advise them to leave the Ter- 
ritory. And I again say so to-day ; 
‘for when the time comes to burn and 
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And I am not 
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lay waste our improvements, if an 
man undertakes to shield bis he will 
be treated as a traitor ; for judgment 
will be laid to the line, and right- 
eousness to the plummet. 
Now the faint-hearted can go in 
peace; but should that time come 
they must not interfere. Before I will 
again suffer as I have in times gone by 
there shall not one building, nor one 
foot of lumber, nor a fence, nor a tree, 
nor a particle of grass or hay, that 
will burn, be left in reach of our ene- 
mies. I am sworn, if driven to ex- 
tremity, to utterly lay waste this land 
in the name of Israel’s God, and our 
enemies shall find it as barren as when 
we came here.” 

It was at such a moment, as the 
picture suggests, that Captain Van 
Vliet arrived in the city of the Saints. 
The Governor, the Lieut.-General, 
Adjt.-General Ferguson, and the 
Apostles, received him with marked 
cordiality, but with an open pro- 
gramme. They took bim into their 
gardens. The sisters showed him the 
paradise that their woman hands would 
destroy if that invading army came. 
He was awed by the prospect—his 
ordinary judgment confounded by such 
extraordinary examples. To the wife 
of Albert Carrington, in whose garden 
he was walking, in conversation with 
the Governor and his party, he ex- 
claimed : 

What, madam! would you con- 
sent to see this beautiful bome in ashes 
and this fruitful orchard destroyed?“ 

es!“ answered sister Carrington, 
with heroic resolution, I would not 
only consent to it, but I would set fire 
to my home with my own hands, and 
cut down every tree and root up every 
plant!“

„% What does Peter mean by the 
declaration that Christ preached to 
the spirits in prison?” (1 Peter, iii, 
19, 20.) 

“That is a difficult question to 
answer. We, however, see no ade- 
‘quate reason for refusing to take the 


words in their plain and obvious sense, 
in which they are taken by the Apos- 
tles Creed. Of course we do not cite 
that creed as an authority ; neverthe- 
less the fact that Peter’s declaration 
was taken in this sense in the primi- 


tive church is established by that 
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creed, the oldest of all the church 
symbols, and that fact is significant. 
So interpreted, the declaration is that 
Christ did not complete his redemptive 
work on earth, but when he had 
finished his work here went to the 
place of the dead, and there proclaimed 
the Gospel to those who had died 
without a knowledge of the promised 
Savior, and therefore had had no 
opportunity to accept or reject him. 
Other interpretations have been pro- 
posed, but they are far-fetched and 
artificial.” Christian Union. 


We must confess to an agreeable 
surprise. Taking the Scriptures ‘‘in 
their plain and obvious sense,” is so 
rare among the ‘‘ Christian” teachers 


of the day, that we take pleasure in 


giving the Union editors credit for the 
uncommon consistency. The simple 
meaning of passages like the above is 
usually explained away, or so “‘ spirit- 
ualized,” as to make it unintelligible 
to the average reader or hearer. 

We do not remember ever hearin 
any person outside of the Mormon” 
Church teach as a literal fact the 
ministry of the Savior among the 
dead. The Latter-day Saints have 
received as mach ridicule on their 
belief in the doctrine of preaching to, 
and saving the dead who did not hear 
the Gospel in the flesh, as upon any 
other tenet of their faith. Orthodox 
Christianity says, dogmatically, ‘‘ the 
fate of man is fixed at death, and“ as 
the tree falls so it lies.” Or, as one of 
its popular hymns expresses it— 

„There's no redemption in the grav 


It is evident that the preaching of 
our Elders has done a great deal more 
than is generally recognized, towards 
the correction of religious opinion 
among vast multitudes of people who 
have never become connected with this 
Church. The doctrine of immediate 
revelation was scouted when Joseph 
Smith came with the burden of the 
word of the Lord” for the generations 
of the nineteenth century. Now it is 
accepted by millions, although in re- 
jecting his testimony they have laid 
themselves open to influences from 
the unseen world, which are leadin 
them away from the “straight an 
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narrow path,” and blinding their eyes: 
to the light that comes from God. 

The doctrines of the literal gather- 
ing of Israel and the second advent of 
Christ ; the gradation of eternal pun- 
ishment according to the nature and 
extent of the sins committed ; the dis- 
tinction between the duration of the 
ever-existing punishment, and the 
time which the guilty will suffer in 
that punishment, from which they will 
be released after paying ‘‘ the utter- 
most farthing ;” the final redemption 
of the race ; and the restoration of the 
earth, after its purification, to its 
pristine glory as the habitation of im- 
mortal man, have been impressed upon 
the popular mind through the teach- 
ings of our missionaries, and the dark- 
ness on these points, resulting from 
the dogmas of a perverted Christianity, 
have been thereby measurably dissi- 


And now the “‘ Mormon” doctrine 
of Christ’s preaching of the Gospel to 
departed spirits, is adopted by one of 
the most widely circulated religious 
journals of the land. But perhaps its. 
editors, who are among the most 
popular preachers in Christendom, do 
not see the consequence of their re- 
ception and acknowledgment of this. 
principle of our faith. Jesus 
preached te the spirits in prison“ 
who had not heard of the promised 
Savior while in the flesh, does not 
justice demand that the millions who 

ave died since his vicarious offering 
without hearing “‘ the only name given 
under heaven whereby man can be 
saved,” should receive the same op 
tunities, that they may be jud 
according to men in the flesh, and live 
according to God in the spirit?’ And 
if they hear the glad tidings of salva- 
tion in the regions of the departed, 
and Christ’s declaration be accepted, 
that Except a man is born of the 
water and of the spirit, he cannot 
enter into the kingdom of Gcd,” will 
not the Union editors, as a conse- 
quence, also be compelled, logically, 
to admit the “Mormon” doctrine of 
vicarious baptism for the dead ? 

If they want Scripture authority 
for this principle, they will find it 
in Paul’s question to the Corinthia 
in advocating the doctrine of a liter 
resurrection (which, by the by, the 
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Union editors do not believe) 
„Else what shall they do which are 
‘baptized for the dead, if the dead rise 


not at all! — are my gyre bap- 
tized for the dead?” (1 . xv, 29.) 


And they must remember that 
„there is no adequate reason for re- 
fusing to take these words in their 
plain and obvious sense,” any more 

than in the case of those which they 
have quoted. 

Admitting the doctrine of baptism 
for the dead, which is a natural se 
-quence of the doctrine of preaching 
the Gospel to the dead, the material 
ordinances being impossible in the 
spiritual sphere, and therefore can 
only be attended to by proxy in this, 
the question of authority to administer 
this rite, and of how it is to be per- 
formed, are next to be considered. 
And there, again, the Union editors, 
and those who take their ground on 
this question, gravitate right into 
**Mormonism.” There is no priest, 
elder, or minister of any denomination 
who claims to have this authority, or 
to know anything about the ordinance, 
except in the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints. If anything can 
be done on earth for the benefit of 
those who have departed in ignorance 


of the only plan of salvation, this 


Church stands alone in the world as 
the repository of the plan and the 
possessor of the keys to its proper 
administration. 
Herein is the power to seal on earth 
and it shall be sealed in heaven ; to 
loose on earth and it shall be loosed in 
heaven. Herein is the key to unlock 
the door for the deliverance of the 
captives, and the opening of the prison 
to them that are bound.” Herein does 
the doctrine of vicarious atonement 
-and administration receive its complete 
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development and exemplification, for 
the glory of God and the redemption 
of the whole human race, except the 
„gens of perdition, who wilfully sin 
against light and knowledge, and deny 
the Holy Ghost after having received 
it. Herein is joy, rejoicing and salva- 
tion for the myriads of the dead, who 
assed away without hearing of the 
deemer, and whose numbers are 
greater than the leaves of the forest 
or the blades of grass in all the mea- 
dows under tbe shining sun. 

It is for them that the Saints are 
building Temples in the heights of the 
mountains. And while the world is 
scoffing at them, and falsely accusing 
them of intolerance and bigotry, they 
are laboring with their might, and 
spending millions of dollars, in the 
great work of administering the ordi- 
nances in behalf of the dead, who are 
hearing the word of eternal life 
through the of Joseph and 
Brigham, and other servants of God 
who have received the authority and 
Priesthood of this ministry, and are 
following in the footsteps of Christ, 
the Captain of Salvation, in that mis- 
sion to the spirits referred to by the 
Apostle Peter, and endorsed ,by the 
Christian Union. 

God has revealed the plan, his 
angels have brought the authority, 
millions of the dead who were in 
spiritual darkness have come to the 
light, their voices are calling for the 
needful ordinances of the house of the 
Lord, and all Christians,” instead of 
opposing and maligning the people 
who are called to this important voca- 
tion, should join in the glorious work, 
and give thanks to the Eternal Father, 
who is the Author of this plan for the 
ultimate salvation of the family of 
Adam.

A BUSY LIFE. 


— —— 


The following account, approxi- 
‘mately full and cemplete, but not 
entirely so, of forty years’ labors, 
condensed from the diary of an Elder 
in Israel, residing in this city, will be 
interesting to our readers, the record 
running from 1834 to 1876 inclusive— 


„J have traveled 114,575 — 
in the course of which I have cros 

the Atlantic Ocean four times, and 
journeyed through England, Scot- 
and, and Wales, six islands of the 
sea, twenty-three of the United States, 
and three of the Territories, includ- 
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ing the Rocky Mountain country, 
Utah, Nevada, and California. I 
have held or attended 3,035 public 
meetings ; preached 2,479 discourses, 
besides thirty two funeral sermons 
during the last four years; attended 
scores of funerals and preached at 


most of them; attended ninety-six 


Conferences abroad, sixty one General 
Conferences of the Church, several 
hundred Councils with presiding 
authorities, and also many other im- 
portant councils, numerous high 
council meetings, 123 meetings of 
Elders’ Quorum, 1,022 prayer meet- 
ings, and 193 meetings of the School 
of the Prophets, established seventy- 
seven preaching places and organized 
fifty-one Branches of the Church in 
the vineyard ; confirmed 2,092 per- 
sons; ordained or assisted in or- 
daining eighty-three Patriarch 

Presidents of Stakes, sixty-seven high 
Councillors, eleven Bishops, sixty-one 
High Priests, forty-eight Seventies, 
443 Elders, 444 Priests, sixty-four 
Teachers, and thirteen Deacons; ad- 
ministered by laying on of hands to 
more than 1,000 sick persons, many 
of whom have been healed by the 
power of God; blessed hundreds of 
children; set apart and blessed 898 
missionaries of different kinds; as- 
sisted in setting apart and blessing 
many thousands of others; spent 
several years in total in administering 
in the ordinances of the House of the 
Lord to thousands of persons, and in 
witnessing administrations to many 
thousands of others; married twenty 
couples; been baptized and confirmed 
for many of my dear friends; have 
baptized and confirmed or have as- 
risted at the baptism aud confirma- 
tion of the living, for many thousands 
of their dead friends; have witnessed 
similar ceremonies for many thousands 
more; attended to or witnessed ad- 
ministrations in other ordinances of 
the Lord’s House ; reported and re- 
corded thirty of Joseph Smith’s ser- 
mons, and eighty-one of Brigham 
Young’s and of the Twelve Apostles ; 
written 2.593 letters and received 
1 588 ; dedicated or attended at the 
dedication of two baptismal fonts, 
twelve meeting - houses, one city-hall, 
one court- house, one co-operative 
store, and two relief society houses 
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or stores. I collected for building 
the Temple in Nauvoo $1,674. I was 
associated two years in printing and 
publishing two newspapers or public 
journals in the States, and attended 
to the stereotyping of the Doctrine 
and Covenants. I published in Eng- 
land 2,500 copies of the MILLENNIAL. 
Star, also 3,000 copies of the 
Doctrine and Covenants, and 20,000 
copies ef a Proclamation of the 
Twelve. I have been ordained a 
Teacher, Priest, Elder, Seventy, and 
Apostle. I was elected a member of 
the City Council of Nauvoo; have 
been a member of the regency of the 
University of Deseret, and attended 
the meetings of the same; was ap- 
pointed chaplain of the Nauvoo 
Legion. I attended the dedication 
of the site and the laying of the 
corner-stone of the Temple of Salt 
Lake City, and spent 111 days over- 
seeing the digging of the foundation 
of the same. I bave paid $3,200 
Tithing in Salt Lake City. ‘In 1858 
I moved to Prove, with my family, 
flocks, herds, and thirty tons of freight, 
and prepared for burning my property 
at Salt Lake City; returned to the 
city when the difficulty was over, and 
met with the local authorities and 
the peace commissioners two days 
in discussing the situation and ar- 
ranging measures. I have served 
as member of the Utah Legislature 
twenty-five years, two years in the 
House and the rest in the Oouncil ;. 
was a member of the Senate of the 
State of Deseret; have assisted the 
Church historian many years and 
compiled or assisted in compiling the 
history of eight Apostles besides other 
Church history; have been President 
of a scientific society and attended 
the meetings; President of an agri- 
cultural and manufacturing society 
many years, and spent much time 
in the interest of the same ; President 
of a horticultural society; President 
and subsequently Treasurer of an 
irrigation company and attended the 
meetings of the same; member of a 
medical board of examination ; fore- 
man of a grand jury, member of 3 
gardener’s club and attended the 
meetings; member of Provo City 
Council, and President of a Co- 
operative stock company. I have 
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organized sixteen Branches of the 
United Order, and attended many 
meetings of officers of the same. 

„During my mission to England 
in 1840, the Lord added to the Church 
through my instrumentality in seven 
months, 1,800 souls in Herefordshire 
Conference, which included Worces- 
tershire and Gloucestershire also, 
among them 200 preachers of dif- 
ferent denominations. I ordained 
Elders and Priests to do most of the 
baptizing, but baptized with my own 
hands 715 persons. 

„The remainder of my time, not 
occupied as above related, I have spent 
in cultivating the earth and in pro- 
viding for the sustenance of my family, 
among whom are numbered fifteen 
sons and fourteen daughters of my 
own.” 

All the above multitudinous labors 
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are recorded in the journals of the 
worthy Elder in question, but in the 
course of his incessantly active life he 
has performed much ministerial and 
other public labor not included in the 
foregoing exhibit, as well as comfort- 
ably maintaining his numerous family 
by his own industrious and persevering 
exertions. During the present year 
he has been equally indefatigable in 
the same way, having been instant 
in season and out of season, ready 
for every good word and work, and 
although he has already enjoyed the 
standard allotment of threescore years 
and ten of mortality, yet he still 
rejoites in much of his normal vigor, 
mental and pbysical, and gives promise 
of many more years of active, useful, 
and honcrable service in the ministry, 
as well as in the ordinary secular pur- 
suits of life.—Deseret News.

combat, but with the knives of those whose delight it is to torture and mangle 
their wretched victims ; we read of those whose errand on the field of battle 
was simply one of mercy—to succor the wounded without regard to nationality 
being cruelly slain; above all we read of women old and young, wives and 
maidens, suffering such foul outrages, and dying such shameful deaths, that 
there is not a man in all Christendom worthy of the name he bears whose blood 
doesenot tingle at the recital of their wrongs. In sober truth this war of the 
of grace 1877 is not to be excelledin barbarity by the most savage war of ancient times. 
t is a terrible reflection upon our civilisation— it is a still greater strain upon eur Christi- 
anity that it should be so. We are face to face with a savagery as ruthless and as brutal 
as any the world has ever seen, and we are powerless te deal with it. Europe, we are told 
is like a vast camp ; it bristles with bayonets, and echoes with the rumble of artillery ; and 
yet Europe looks on in bewilderment, whilst one of its fairest provinces is being turned into 
shambles, and rings with the shrieks of outraged and tortured women and children. Mu- 
tual distrust and jealously, the legacy of the wars of the past paralyse the hands of the 
nations.

THE WINTER CAMPAIGN. 


Ir it were possible, it would be desirable to jhave a general meeting of the 
Priesthood of the mission, in order to consider its situation and prospects ; as 
also to interchange ideas in regard to the best methods by and throngh which 
we can accomplish the purpose for which we are here in the nations of the earth; 
but there can be found many obstacles to such an opportunity, means would 
be expended which we are without, and if the Presidents and Traveling 
Elders were to meet they would be deprived of the counsel and presence of 
the native Elders, whose value in the work of the ministry should be counted 
among the assets belonging to every well regulated Conference. 

The Priesthood have done well during the past summer, many have been 
very energetic, and every opportunity probably has been improved for pro- 
claiming the great message of the last days; the streets of towns and villages 
have resounded with the voices of the Elders, parks and other public and 
available places have been occupied by the brethren, but now these avenues are 
closed, the weather is too cold for listeners in the public streets, and the days 
are too short for evening meetings in the open air; what is now the next best 
thing ? How shall we move now so as to utilise the long winter evenings for the 
people’s good? Many ways may suggest themselves to the active brethren, 
but all are not prolific in devising methods, and some are fearful of infringing 
upon the members of the Church whom they visit from time to time; of 
course there is propriety in this to some extent, but it can be assumed that 
all the members of the Church are impressed with the value and importance 
of the Gospel, and they skould be interested in its extension ; the brethren 
now travel in a circuit of from 200 to 500 miles of a Conference route, they 
visit the Saints, have their little chat, something to eat and a bed, and so pass 
on until the Conference house is reached ; when after a day’s rest th’ process 
is repeated, and so for thonsands of miles are passed the inhabitants of their 
districts without even coming in contact with an unbeliever from month to 
month ; the mass may never be reached at all, they certainly will not by this 
process, if it is continued till the resurrection. 

Now suppose we adopt a new method, when the brethren start on a tour 
let them drop a card ahead, saying, they will be at such a place, at such a 
time, (and having already enlisted the Saints) state a time for meeting, let the 
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neighbors, friends, acquaintances, relatives, shop, factory and other work- 
mates be invited; have the house clean, fire glowing, a welcome smile and 
pleasant greeting for all who may come; if there are are several houses in a 
town or village change the place of meeting ; this will give new neighborhood, 
new visitors, and let the Elders come there charged with the message of life 
and salvation, making it a business; let their pockets be full of tracts, 
Stars, etc, introduce these, interest their audience even if small; if they 
feel barren, read an Editorial or other article from the Star, a sermon from 
the Journal of Discourses, a chapter from the Bible, Book of Mormon, or 
elsewhere, let the heart be full and the tongue loose in regard to Zion, tell 
of her industrial greatness, of her growing independence, of her high mo- 
rality, of her peaceful rule, of the method of gathering, of the country,—its 
climate and resources,—enlist the attention, preach the Gospel, tell an expe- 
rience, give a chapter of the Church’s history, enlarge upon the character of 
the Prophets, contrast the institutions of heaven with those of man; in short 
become all things to all men, if haply you may save some ;” invite your- 
selves (modestly yet kinaly) to visit the homes of these strangers, these ac- 
quaintances, these relatives ; when there, be poor men with the poor, and with 
the comfortable, be like them, and probably you can get a meeting there ; 
despise no man, for are not all our brethren? Seek to be saviors and enter 
into the feelings of those whom you wish to save, study their peculiarities, 
anticipate their difficulties, in meekness answer their objections, secure their 
confidence, bave them feel you are their friend, and that you have no selfish 
end to serve—nothing—only to do them good ; seek to be apt students of hu- 
man nature, and know how to unlock the human heart. | 

With many of the Elders of the mission this may be their last winter here, 
the next will be spent at home; active, earnest, decided action now, will 
bring pleasant recollections there, and it will bring sorrow, if there is any 
memory of duty neglected, of opportunity unimproved, of men perishing for 
lack of the bread of life, which has been awarded to us in such rich abundance; 
house to house visitation in some places would be productive of good: Stars 
or other publications for sale would form many a pleasant introduction; and 
thus our circulation might be greatly extended; in many places we are un- 
known, in others we are not favorably regarded, prejudice and ignorance are 
the parents of coldness and indifference, where but slight correction (a word in 
season) would bloom to intelligence and appreciation. 

Ye who are called to be ‘‘ hunters and fishers of men,” heed this earnest 
work, let your faith be exercised and prayers continuous, and if the moun- 
tain will not go to Mahomet, then let Mahomet go to the mountain ;” in other 
words, ge to the people; seek to be quick in devising, then prompt in exe- 
cuting, get rid of every feeling of shilly shally, and give us system, order, 
decision, and if there is an apparent failure, let it not be in the line of 
duty ; our reward is only according to our diligence, and ‘‘ he who waiteth 
to be commanded in all things is an unprofitable servant.” This island is 
crowded withabe human family, the signs of the times are arresting attention, 
and many are looking for the second coming of the Son of Man.” Will not 
the Elders of Israel be on the track of such ? will they not be after the smaller 
ministers, (local and appointed) of the different Churches? will they not be 
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after the Young Men’s Christian Associations, after the Sabbath schools, 
after the religions world? and will tney not seek after the secularist and the 
infidel, and be the friends of universal man? The task is great, the field 
extensive ; but there is a large force of Elders in the British Mission, and 
a larger force of native auxiliaries ; and this is their work, no other men can 
do it; the Elders are here at a great expense, it costs money and time, which 
is more precious than money ; now will the investment pay? Is it paying 
now ? or can we so manipulate this capital of life and energy, and Priesthood 
and power, so that a good interest shall accrue to the kingdom of God? 

Who will be the first to report that they are leading ovt, that the Conference 
houses are clear of Elders, that the Saints are more fully engaged, that the 
„winter campaign,” is indeed inaugyrated, and that the authority of God, 
clad in complete armor and in solid phalanx of battle array is moving with 
unbroken front, upon thé earthworks of the enemy, ‘‘if we do this Plevna is 
ours,” we shall capture citadel after citadel of the enemy, until “every knee 
shall bow, and every tongue confess that Jesus is the Christ to the glory of God 
the Father.” H. W. N.

ABSTRACT OF CORRESPONDENCE. 
— 
Elder A. W. Carlson writes to Elder H. W. Naisbitt from Copenhagen, 
Nov. 2nd, as follows :— 


I had a rather dreary trip across the German Ocean, it being very rough 
and rainy. I had to spend most of the time below. Those two days seemed 
almost as long as the ten on the Atlantic. I did not think there was any other 
passenger on board, as I had to sit alone with the captain at meal times; but 
on the morning we neared shore, there were at least twenty persons about, as 
lively as if they had been dropped on board that very night; where they had 
been I could not tell, but judging from the manner in which they went for the 
breakfast, I should say they had not much to eat wherever they had been. 
My health has been very good all the time, and I have every reason to think 
that, although I may not get fat over my work, I will be able to pull through. 
My time is occupied from morning to night with my writing, and I have not 
been round to look at any places as yet, and cannot therefore tell you much 
about Copenhagen. Brother Liljinquist and I get along very well together; 
we start for Jutland Nov. 3rd, to attend Conference, and expect to be away a 
fortnight. On my arrival here I found that the North Star“ was behind time 
with two or three numbers, and that there was no one here to write a line for 
it; the people began to be uneasy, as they had received no particulars about 
President Young’s death, and many thought ‘‘ Mormonism” had disappeared 
with him, so I concluded that it was for the best to get it out at once. There 
are over 800 of the Saints, and at least 100 strangers, that have subscribed for 
it to the end of this year, and they would have been very much disappointed 
if they had not received it. I have now got out three numbers, and expect to 
eatch up ina fortnight. If I had not gone to Sweden, it would have been up 
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by this time, but brother Liljinquist wanted me to go with him to attend Con- 
ference meetings at Stockholm and Norrkoping, and it detained me just a 
fortnight. However, I am glad I went, for we had very good meetings at both 
laces, and I enjoyed myself, particularly in Stockholm, in company with 
rother Alfred Hanson, who joins with me in best respects to yourself and 
brother Nibley.” 


Brother C. R. Savage writes under late date from Salt Lake City :— 


„The meetings are well attended; a quiet, calm, and peaceful spirit has. 
pervaded the people since our cherished leader passed away ; of course, the 
outside world had concluded that things would break up when he died, but on 
the contrary, a greater unity and oneness was then developed than I have ever 
witnessed—it was the quiet determined will of men who had resolved to win. 
the fight themselves, for themselves, that showed itself pre-eminent. You have 
no doubt seen the silent, measured tread of soldiers moving on te conquer or 
to die on the gory field of battle—you could have seen here a like manifestation 
of resolve to live and fight for the happiness of man and the accomplishment 
of God’s purpose. Those who had yielded the responsibility of leading out in 
everything with Prest. Young, found that a portion of that duty had fallen 
upon them ; each felt that he had lost a friend, aud each felt that the friends. 
who lived were to be more cherished and cultivated ; in fact, God poured out 
the spirit of peace and divine love on the entire people, and dissension and 
discord were nowhere seen. When the news of the President’s death fell upon 
the people, no one was seen to smile for days—dear, faithful sisters would 
stand and weep in the streets of Zion, and in the workshops and stores; no 
noisy demonstration, no frenzy —sober, quiet grief sat upon the countenances 
of the friends of the greatest man since Washington or Joseph Smith. But 
the same God rules, and as each man is suited to the conditions, so Prest. 
pls be esteemed as fully for the long life of integrity and usefulness he 

ed. 


Brother E. W. McIntyre writes from Mansfield to brother C. W. Nibley, 
in mountain phraseology” as follows :— 


„Jam well. Prest. Ball has started us off in a drove by ourselves, like 
father Mellor’s sheep. Brother Empey is in a drove by himself, and I am ina 
drove by myself. I think I will have te buy a cow-bell to keep from getting 
lost in the fog. Brother Empey is out in Leicestershire somewhere, I guess. 
he is lost, as I have written two letters to him and cannot find him. I expect 
we shall all turn up in the spring, when we have a general drive, but I cannot 
say whether our friends will know us er not while the hair is long. I can say 
that I never felt better in my life, and enjoy everything as it comes along. 
God bless you in your labors, and in doing good for his kingdom.” 


Brother Jos. Orton writes to Elder A. F. Macdonald, Prest. of Glasgow 
Conference, from St. George, Sept. 30th :— 


On Sunday of all other days, as you know, a great variety of pleasant 
public duties devolve upon many here, especially if they are willing to work in 
edncational and ecclesiastical affairs. Leaving out home duties, I may enu- 
merate Sunday school, and Sacrament therein, morning meeting, perchance 
another one, only a few minutes” before retiring to noon, afternoon meeting, 
circle meeting, and choir practice. From the labors that occupied your time 
whilst here, together with others, under the blessing of God, I personally have 
received inestimable good. Who can go mto that holy place and not feel that 
it is the abode of angels, and that the spirit, if not the presence of God is 
there? I feel the efficacy of the administration of the Elders who officiate 
therein. Thanks be to God who giveth victory over all things, that we were 
enabled to build that bouse in peace, and so far to administer therein. The 
prison house door has been almost daily on the jar, if those thousands ad mini- 
stered for have been prepared to accept the proffered opportunity of release— 
to bask in the greater light, to be clad in the armor of God, while we ‘‘ preach: 
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the acceptable year of the Lord.” The love which the majority of the world 
bear to those who may bring gems of truth to them, engrossed as they are 
with the léve of gold, is very, very cold, and none but the most dispassionate 
of us who understand our common relationship can contemplate it, let alone 
witness it, without being moved at times to tears; they force the faithful to 
the great work assigned them, as saviors in the latter times, who will stand 
upon Mount Zion. The Wards of St. George have each sent two men to work 
upon Sanpete Temple till completed, if necessary, the Wards sustaining them 
und families. Relief Societies, Young Men’s and Yonng Ladies’ M. I. A. have 
been established ineach Ward. My wife has had as many as thirty-five girls 
at work learning to braid straw for hats and bonnets, and an Artificial Flower 
Manufactory is started in the upper room of the Hardware Dept , Jos. Orton, 
Supt., and allow me to say, without undue commendation, that they surpass 
those imported and are quite as cheap.“ 


Brother Henry Emery writes from Salt Lake City to Elder Barratt, Prest. 
of Liverpool Conference, Oct. 8th :— 4 


Since your departure for England, we have been called upon to part with 
one of earth’s noblest sons—namely, our beloved President Brigham Young. 
I need not tell you of his virtues, his ‘hoble acts, or his steadfastness in the 
cause of God; let me say that I have been in Salt Lake City twenty-five years,

MINUTES OF AN ANNUAL DISTRICT MEETING, 
HELD AT WYMONDHAM, NORWICH, SUNDAY, OcT. 28, 1877.

At 10.30 a. m., the local Priesthood 
met in Council, and were favored with 
the presence of Elders Naisbitt and 
Nibley, who imparted much valuable 
instruction. 

2.30 p.m. 


Congregation assembled in their 
meeting rooms, Damgate Street. There 
were present on the stand—Elders H. 
W. Naisbitt and C. W. Nibley from 
the Liverpool Office ; Conference Pre- 
sident, Geo. Barber ; Traveling Elder, 
Wm. Ashworth; District President, 
James Wheeler; and several other 
local Elders. 

Meeting called to order by Prest. 
Barber. Choir sang—‘‘ The Spirit of 
God,” etc. Prayer by Elder Ash- 
worth. Choir sang— How beauteous 
are their feet,” etc. 

Prest. Barber then introduced 

Elder Nibley, who 
congregation upon the first principles 
of the — faith, repent- 
ance, baptism, etc., quoting several 

of Scripture, showing clearly 
the analogy existing between the prin- 


ciples taught by the Savior and his. 
Apostles, with those taught by the 
Latter-day Saints; also referred to 
the organization of the Church in for- 
mer days, with its Apostles, Prophets, 
etc., as found in Eph. iv, 11, and con- 
cluded his remarks by testifying to the 
divine mission of Joseph Smith and 
Brigham Young. 

Elder H. W. Naisbitt followed say- 
ing, he had formerly been associated 
with several of the different sects, and 
knowing they were very sensitive on 
many points, he did not wish to hurt 
their feelings, for they already think 
that we are very uncharitable; but 
he presumed the same feeling/existed.

that light had come into the world by 
the establishment of the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, and 
touched upon the Gathering, Tithing, 
etc.

Meeting commenced by singing—

Elder Naisbitt said he would address 
the Saints in particular this evening, 
and commenced by referring to the 
Lord’s Prayer, saying it was specially 
given to his disciples; said no man 
-could establish the Church with its 
gifts, blessings, ordinations, etc., with- 
out revelation from God, neither could 
the Saints enjoy the spirit of their 
religion, and live in habitual neglect of 
secret prayer and prayer in their 
families, or asking for blessings on 
food, paying their Tithing, etc. Ex- 
horted the Saints to faithfulness, as 
the sigus of the times—wars, pestilence, 
earthquakes, the sea heaving beyond 
its bounds, the Jews gathering home, 
etc., were indicative of what was com-

ExportaTion.—Within the last thirty days Z. C. M. I. has shipped to distant 
markets, principally California, seventy-two car-loads of the products of Utah, 
including potatoes, grain and dried fruits. 


Urak Norruern.—At a meeting of the Directors of the Utah and Northern 
Railroad, held at Logan, officers were elected as follows: President, Royal M. 
Bassett; Vice President, Wm. B. Preston; Secretary, Moses Thatcher ; 
“Treasurer, Robert S. Campbell; Superintendent, George W. Thatcher. 
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TaNNERY.—The roof is now on the main building of the new tannery, in the 
19th Ward, and the addition on the west side, for the office, leach room and 
engine house, is receiving the roof. The company are determined to push the 
buildings ahead so as to enable them to commence on active manufacturing 
operations at an early day. 


Re-OrGamizaTion.—The Seventh Ward Young Men's Mutual Improve- 
ment Association is re-organized, by the following election: — President, 
David McKenzie ; First Counselor, George C. Lambert; Second Counselor, 
Charles H. Evans; Secretary, John E. Callister ; Assistant Secretary, Herbert 
Thurston. 


Z. C. M. I.—A meeting of the Directors of Z. C. M. I. was just held. 
The old board retired, and the new baving previously qualified, entered upon 
their duties.

Cannon, Brigham Young, Moses Thatcher and John Sharp, Directors. 


Got Ir.—Since the organization of the 21st Ward, the public meetings 
of its members have been held at the residence of brother Lindsey. The 
house being too small to hold the assemblages, portions of them have had 
to be seated out of doors, in the lot. This is rendered unnecessary now, the 
new meeting-house being so far advanced as to admit of holding meetings in it. 


Logan Tempie.—Brother T. O. Angel, jun., lately returned from Cache. 
We learn from him that the building of the northern extension of the Logan 
Temple is nearly completed. If the weather holds fine a few weeks longer the 
foundation of the main structure will be above the ground all around. It takes 
an immense quantity of rock to lay it up, being six feet thick at the base, 
tapering to a thickness of 4 feet at the top. 


PuasteR OF Paris.—A couple of car loads, (22 tons) of gypsum arrived 
from the mine of Mr. Wm. Jennings and Co., in Juab County, and were taken 
to the yard of Messrs. Morris and Evans, in the 5th Ward, to be manufactured 
into plaster of paris. Dentists of this city have put the Utah plaster of paris 
to various tests, by steam pressure and otherwise, resulting in their pronouucing 
it superior to the best paris white. The demand for it is increasing, the ten 
tons recently made having been all sold. 


THe Tasernacits.—The foundation of the new Tabernacle is getting pretty 
well advanced. It will be a very solid piece of masonry, five feet thick at the 
base, and tapering to two feet at the junotion with the upper walls. Above 
the water table, which will run around the upper portion of the foundation, 
will be a very heavy moulding. Should a good force of workmen be kept 
steadily employed, it is thought the mason work of the building will be com- 
pleted by the end of November.
